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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-42, drawn to a player and method, a recorder and method, 
and a signal in a physical transmission medium, classified in class 386, subclass 110. 

Group II, claim(s) 44-50, drawn to a digital video cassette player and method, 
classified in class 386, subclass 68. 

Inventions of player and method, a recorder and method, and a signal in a 
physical transmission medium and digital video cassette player and method are related 
as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can 
be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility 
by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because a player and method, a recorder and method, and a signal in a 
physical transmission medium do not require that the player and/or recorder be a digital 
video cassette recorder. For example, the player and/or recorder may be a Digital 
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Video Recorder ("DVR") that uses an optical disk or hard disk drive as a recording 
medium. The subcombination has separate utility such as playing back an encoded 
multimedia performance at a multiple of the respective normal speed without skipping 
any of the performance, e.g. as in a tape medium. The difference between playing back 
an encoded multimedia performance via increasing the playback speed and playing 
back an encoded multimedia performance via skipping presentation of certain sections 
of the performance distinguishes the subcombination as having separate utility. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .1 04. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application.
